lecturer and ecclesiastical teacher.

ents of the son were inherited from the 
father. 
Changed conditions, wider oppor­ 
tunities, and more appreciative times con­ 
spire« ! in the development of the son bey ond 
tne possibilities of the father. 
The denom- 
inationalism of the elder Beecher was « juite 
pliable for the times in which he live« !. 
He 
began life as a Presby terian pastor, passed 
into the Congregational church for sixteen 
y ears, then became professor in a Presby ­ 
terian seminary for tw enty y ears, and pastor 
of a Presby terian church for ten y ears. lu

Henry W ard liegan life when his father

H enry W ard not only cut, loose 
from tho stricter constructions of Calvinism

ishment. 
The great event of his life was his second 
visit to England in 1MH. 
Almost against his 
will he was compelled to address the people 
on th® issues of the American civil w ar then 
raging. 
Alway s an ardent Abolitionist an« i 
Republican, he used his voice and talents to 
the best advantage. 
In five lectures deliv­ 
ered in different parts of the island, he ad­ 
dressed more than 1« )0,000 persons, and so 
effectually carried his audiences with him 
th at the public sentiment of the masses of 
the English was enlisted with the north in 
the struggle. 
A t the time Mr. Beecher was 
talking to the people a t Exeter, Manchester, 
and elsewhere Thurlow Weed was talking to

To these two men mo re than to 
any o ther o ne thing is due the change in 
sy mpathy which swept o ver England in the 
latter part o f ISrtl. 
In t8 7J o ccurred the great civil suit bro ught 
by Theo do re Tilto n against Mr. Beecher. 
It 
was o ne o f the mo st remarkable trials o n rec­ 
o rd, lasting six mo nths. 
Mr. Tilto n bro ught 
suit fo r $ 100,000 damages. 
The ablest co un­ 
sel in the co untry was emplo y ed o n bo th 
sides, and the mo st ex haustive and search­ 
ing inquiry into the details o f the charge 
was made. 
The papers o f the co untry 
print« « ! verbatim repo rt® o f the trial fo r 
o ver fo ur mo nths. In the end the J ury failed 
to agree, standing 9 fo r acquittal to 3 fo r 
Co nvictio n. 
The case was never renewed. 
Mr. Beecher has been a po litician all o f his 
public life, do ing much with his pen and 
vo teo to aid the Republican party , to which 
he was ardently attached. 
In 18 8 3, ho w­ 
ever, he repudiated the Republican state 
no minatio ns and made two o r three speeches 
in favo r o f the Demo cratic no minee fo r go v­ 
erno r. 
Two y ears later, when that same 
go verno r was a candidate fo r the presidency . 
Mr. Beecher co ntinued his suppo rt. 
As an instance of Mr. Beecher’s love of 
hum or Gen. Me Leer tells the following: Mr. 
Beecher was alway s fond of a good joke and 
was himself a practical joker and hum orist. 
Here is a letter I received from him while I 
was postm aster after I had notified him 
th a t a “dead letter” of his was held in the 
office; 
“ Y our notice that a letter of mine was 
dead and subject to my order, is before me. 
We m ust all file; and though the prem ature 
decease of my poor letter should excite a 
proper sy m pathy (an« i I hope it does), y et I 
am greatly sustained under the affliction.

SWEPT TO DESTRUCTION. 


REMARKABLE AND FATAL ACCIDENT 
ON THE ELEVATED RAILWAY.

N ew Y ork, March 
9 .- A few minute« 
after 7 o’clock Tuesday m orning au accident 
occurred oti the down-town track of the 
Third Av enue Elev ated railroad a t the Four­ 
teenth street station which resulted in the 
death of three men and the wounding of 
sev en. A fire occurred a t the tailoring estab­ 
lishm ent of Nicoll, the tailor, on the Bow­ 
ery , near Hudson street. 
The elev ated trains 
on the down track were blockaded from 
N inth street up as far as Fifty -second street. 
All the trains were crowded with p eop le on 
their way to work. 
The official report to the company made 
by S. M . Bailey, the manager’s secretary, 
gives the following account of tho way the 
accident occurred: 
After stating the fact of 
the fire at Nicoll’s, he says tha t at the point 
where the accident occurred “ there is a cross­ 
over track, but the facilities a t that place 
are somewhat limited, and a slight block of 
the trains occurred on the 
south-bound 
track. 
During the block, and a t 0:43 o’clock 
a train was held a t the Fourteenth street 
station on the south-bound track, and there 
was another train on the same track imme­ 
diately behind it. 
Tbest trains were filled 
with passengers, and pTtaeipally with labor­ 
ing men on their way to work. 
The labor­ 
ing men insisted upon leaving tho cars, and 
those on the last train, which was above the 
station platform, g ot out of the cars of that 
train and started to walk to the station. 
“ While a number of these men were still 
walking on the track, the track ahead was 
cleared and tho train which had been held 
a t the Fourteenth street station moved off. 
One of the passengers who was walking on 
the track observing this, and being anxious 
to g et down town, climbed to the step of the 
extreme end of the rear car of the moving 
train. 
While in this position his body ex­ 
tended out beyond the side of the car, the 
platform gate of the car being, of course, 
closed at the time, and while in this position 
—with his body protruding beyond the side 
of the ca r—he came in contact with the pas­ 
sengers who were moving along tho track 
walk, sweeping them off like a flash from 
the walk into the street below. 
This man 
managed to g et on the train and his identity 
has not yet been established. 
A t the time of 
the accident, the second train was not in 
motion at all.” 
Secretary Bailey adds that with three 
or 
fo ur tr uinm en'on the train it was imp ossible 
to p rev ent the car-load of laboring men, who 
were p assengers, from getting off the cars 
and walking on the track. 
N otw jthstand 
ing this the comp any claims that there was 
p lenty of room on tho track for the p assen 
gers who got off the train to reach the sta 
tion in safety if it had not been for the fool­ 
hardiness of the p assenger who climbed up on 
the step of the rear p latform of the mov ing 
train. 
The following nam es of the klllod and in 
jured were receiv ed a t the com p any ’s office: 
Patrick M atthews, dead, and tw o 
other 
men whose identity is unknow n; Ames Mc­ 
C arthy hip and back badly injured; Robert 
Bchumaker, badly injured; W illiam K en­ 
nedy, back and side injured; Jam es B y lo, 
badly injured; Em il W eiler, general con­ 
tusions; an unkown ‘ man, badly hurt aud 
unconscious; Joso G irandier, general con- 
tu-ions and fractured ribs. 
The narrow p latform from which the p eo­ 
p le fell was about two and a half feet high. 
I* is used by tho trackm en whan on duty , 
and abov e Fourteenth street is not p rov ided 
with a hand-rail. 
I t is asserted that when 
the p assengers left the blocked car and took 
to the p latform the gatem en of tho trains of­ 
fered no objection as they ought to hav e 
done. 
Down tolow, in the street, was a scene of 
horror. 
The men had fallen in the middle 
of tho street on the surface car-traek. 
In a 
ghastly heap they lay , some motionless, 
some groaning faintly , and one shrieking 
wildly in p ain and terror. 
A crowd of 
thousands who had watched the blockade 
from below' surged around and closed in 
up on the scene. 
A p olice officer who had 
witnessed the occurrence sent out calls for 
ambulances. 
Ten had fallen from the track- 
all told—that is, ten were found dead or in­ 
jured. 
If any escap ed unhurt they were not 
counted. 
The three 
at the bottom of the 
heap were dead. 
They had fallen head first 
and had smashed their skulls, one and all. 


The J ury Exonera ted Row.

9 .—The coroner’s 
jury Tuesday evening concluded their in­ 
quest on the body of Constable Logan, who 
was Monday night shot and killed by J oseph 
Row, and returned a verdict of killing in 
solf-defensi.

MKRHIMAC AND MONITOR. 
[From “Lossin g’s Civil War.*’] 


The captain was the pilot of the M errim ac 
that d ay off H am pton road s, M arch 9 , 1*02. 
The M errim ac was a fin e n ew steam frigate. 
W hen the Un ited States officer, Commod ore 
M cCauley , set ffre to his own govern m en t's 
n avy y ard a t Norfolk an d burn ed tlie ships, 
the M errim ac was am on g those fired an d left 
to con sume. 
This was A pril 21, 1801. 
B ut the M errim ac was n ot en tirely d e­ 
stroy ed . 
She was burn ed to the copper lin o 
Then she san k. 
To raise her again , to fit her 
out as a w ar vessel, was n ot n task of very 
great d ifficulty for the Con fed erate govern 
in en t. 
H er exterior pattern was chan ged 
somewhat. 
In arm or platin g her, an d other­ 
wise fittin g her for n aval w arfare, the Con ­ 
fed erates affixed to her bows a lon g, jsn verful 
iron beak. 
In brief, when the refittin g was 
d on e, an d the M errim ac was turn ed out 
of

y ard she 
became 
the 
steam 
ram 
Yir 
gin ia, the terro r of every Un ited States 
ship afloat. 
Steam in g up, head on , slic was 
able to semi her lon g, sword fish beak crashin g 
through the sid es of the stron gest wood en 
ship. Thus, attackin g vessels ore* at u time, 
the V irgin ia was prepared to van quish tin - 
whole U n ited States n avy an d commercial 
m arin e. 
W hat is more, she had lieen fitted 
up in tlie Un ited States govern m en t's own 
n avy y ard , of good iron an d steel 
belo nging 
to the n ation . 
The n ew pattern given to her was the id ea 
of L ieut John M. Brooks, himself a Un ited 
States n aval officer vvln had taken the Con fed ­ 
e rate sid e. The batterin g ram or false bow ex­ 
ten d ed out ahead of her 33 feet. She had two 
powerful en gin es below the w ater lin e.
